I*  Dr.  Kulloy  has  recently  graduated  in  medi¬ 

cine*  and  is  an  applicant  for  the  examination  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Council  to  be  held  in  lloveraber,  for  which 
registration  must  be  made  by  October  16th. 

II.  He  passed  Part  I  of  the  Junior  Matriculation 

examination  in  1899,  and  Part  II  of  the  Junior  Leaving 
examination  in  1901.  The  two  examinations  covered  all  the 
subjects  required  for  Matriculat ion. 

III.  On  the  latter  examination  he  took  French  as
